One the Father of Society Girl 
Who Was Jilted on Eve of 
Wedding. 





PLEAD GUILTY IN COURT 
They Didn't Say Story Was 
Untrue, but Objected to - 
Publication,

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Jan. 18.—James 
M. Blythe, who says he is a traveling 
man for a St. Louis hardware company, 
and J. B. Dixon, a real estate and life 
insurance agent, father of Miss Corinne 
Dixon, the society girl who was jilted 
practically at the altar, last night bru- 
tally assaulted L. V. B. Rucker, a news- 
paper. man, in his office. 

Blythe, who is not related to the Dix- 


on family, without warning or provoca- 
tion, it is alleged, knocked Rucker 
down and after he was prostrate upon 
the floor beat him unmercifully, while 
Dixon, who is small of stature, stood by 
and kicked the newspaper man in the 
head repeatedly. The assault occurred 
at 5:30 p. m. Thursday in the business 
Office of the Springfield Leader. At- 
taches of the office finally interfered 
and the two men left the office. 

Dixon and Blythe went at once to 
Police Court and surrendered. They ar- 
ranged to plead guilty there this morn- 
ing. In the meantime, however, Ruck- 
er made a State case of it and swore 
out warrants for both Dixon and Blythe 
before Justice of the Peace C. A. Hub- 
bard. At midnight Blythe and Dixon 
were compelled to get out of bed and 
£0 to the Justice's office. They entered 
pleas of guilty and assessment of pun- 
ishment was continued until today, 

This morning the cases against Dixon 
and Blythe were called in both police 
and justice courts and they pleaded 
gullty in each. They were fined by both 
magistrates. 

The assault was the result of the 
published accounts of the jilting of 
Miss Corinne Dixon, a local society 
belle, on the eve of her wedding, by 
Joseph Eddy of California, a nephew 
of Novelist Lloyd Osborne. With the 
wedding set for last Wednesday night 
and many out of town guests and 
costly gifts already arriving, Eddy 
notified Miss Dixon that he could not 
marry her under any circumstances 
and would not be there. He assigned 
no reason for his refusal to wed his 
flance. Miss Dixon collapsed and her 
mother was prostrated, Tuesday an- 
nouncements were sent out to all bid- 
den guests recalling the wedding in- 
vitations. Tuesday night Miss Dixon 
Was taken away by her brother and 
Mrs. A. P. Hall, an aunt of Eddy. 


Jilted Girl Left Town. 


It was stated at the time that Miss 
Dixon's health was completely shat- 
tered and that she was going to Cali- 
‘fornia. Since then, however, it has 
been stated that Miss Dixon is hunt- 
ing her fiance in an effort to effect a 
reconciliation. 

Miss Dixon had not seen Eddy but 
once in six vears when she was pre- 
paring to marry him. He left here six 
years ago, after leaving Drury Acad- 
emy, and she saw him a few days at 
the St. Louis World's Fair, three years 
ago. Since that time the Dixon family 
had known nothing about the young 
man. It is said that he has gone to 
New York. 

His father was at one time a ma- 
chinist in the Frisco Railroad shops 
here, and later moved to St. Louis. He 
is a nephew of C. A. Harwood of Cal- 
ifornia, tutor of Drury College. J. RB. 
Dixon, who assaulted Rucker, is a 
real estate dealer. For many years 
the family has been prominent in 
social circles. 

When arraigned in police and justice 
courts last night and this = morning, 
neither Dixon nor Blythe had anything 
to say. They pleaded guilty and made 
no comments. Blythe’ has left town. 
Neither Dixon nor Blythe made anv 
clrarge that anything untrue had been 
published. They simply said thev did 
not want the story primed at all. Dixon 
succeeded in having the story of the 
broken engagement suppressed in both 
local papers, but corespondents gent it 
out to St. Louls, Kansas City, Chicago 
and New York papers. The familv ad- 
mits the truth of the publication. It ap- 
peared in the Post-Dispatch aid creat- 
ed a sensation in several towns where 
the family is known. 

The two men did not demand any ex- 
planation of Rucker. Blythe, who ts 
over six feet in heighth aad powerfully 
bullt, simply asked the new Spaper man 
if he were Rucker. He replied he was 
and Biythe struck him tn the eye, Ruck- 
er alleges. Then, Rucker savs, he was 
knocked down and while he was helpless 
he was beaten by one man while the 
other jumped on his face and body with 
his heavy heels. 

Rucker *s a former St. Louis newspa- 
per man. He worked on various St. 
T.ouls papers for vears and later went 
to New York. He has been here but a 
few months.
